CONEERENCES HELD IN THE US AND OVERSEAS. IN CONSULTATION 
WITH SY/EO, COORDINATOR ALSO APPOINTS CONFERENCE SECURITY 
OEFICER EOR EACH CONEERENCE. IN THIS REGARD, RSO BLYSTONE 

IS APPOINTED CONEERENCE SECURITY OFEICER EOR SUBJECT CON- 
EERENCE. 
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2. CERTAIN REQUIREMENTS, INFORMATION, INSTRUCTIONS, AND 
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QUESTIONS PERTAINING TO SECURITY EOR THE DELEGATION'S 
CLASSIEIED MATERIAL AND CONFERENCE SITE ARE SET FORTH 
BELOW: 

A. INFORMATION AVAILABLE REFLECTS THAT US DELEGATION 
WILL CONSIST OF 14 DELEGATES, ALL OF WHOM ARE STATE OR 
USAID OFFICERS WITH TOP SECRET CLEARANCES. THIS FIGURE 
DOES NOT INCLUDE SUPPORT STAFF PERSONNEL OR STAFF THAT 
WILL ACCOMPANY THE SECRETARY IF HE VISITS SANTIAGO DURING 
THE CONFERENCE. 

B. THE FLOOR PLANS IN WASHINGTON REFLECT THAT THE U.S. 
DELEGATION OFFICES ARE TO BE LOCATED IN THREE ROOMS ON THE 
12TH FLOOR OF THE CARRERA HOTEL WITH AMBASSADOR MAILLIARD 
IN A TWO ROOM SUITE SITUATED NEARBY. ROOM NUMBERS DO NOT 
APPEAR ON THE FLOOR PLANS BUT IT APPEARS THAT THIS GROUP 

OF 5 ROOMS IS IN THE FRONT OF THE BUILDING ON THE SIDE 
AWAY FROM THE PALACE. THE U.S. DELEGATION OFFICES ARE 
TO BE AFFORDED 24 HOUR MSG COVERAGE AND IT IS NOTED THAT 
THE RSO HAS ALREADY REQUESTED THREE TDY MSGS FOR THIS 
PURPOSE. THE MSG CAN APPARENTLY MAINTAIN ACCESS CONTROL 
FROM THE CORRIDOR LEADING TO THESE FIVE ROOMS. HOWEVER, 

THE CONFERENCE ROOM TO BE USED BY THE U.S. DELEGATION 
FOR CLASSIFIED DISCUSSIONS IS LOCATED ON THE 12TH FLOOR 
AROUND THE CORNER FROM THE US DELEGATION OFFICES AND 
DIAGONALLY ACROSS THE MAIN CORRIDOR FROM THE ELEVATORS. 

IS IT FEASIBLE TO POSITION THE MSG POST AT THE ENTRANCE 
TO THE HALLWAY LEADING TO THE US DELEGATION OFFICES AND 
SUFFICIENTLY FORWARD TO MAINTAIN VISUAL CONTROL OVER THE 
ENTRANCE TO THE US DELEGATION CONFERENCE ROOM? CAN THE 
CONFERENCE ROOM BE LOCKED? CAN THE MSG AT THIS POST BE 
PROVIDED A TELEPHONE? 

C. IF THE SECRETARY DOES VISIT SANTIAGO, TWO ADDITIONAL 
24 HOUR MSG POSTS WILL BE NECESSARY. ONE WOULD BE 
LOCATED ON THE 1 ITH FLOOR IN THE HALLWAY LEADING TO 8 ROOMS 
IN THE REAR OF THE HOTEL ON THE SIDE AWAY FROM THE CHANCERY. 
TWO OF THESE ROOMS WOULD BE UTILIZED BY S/S FOR OFFICE 
SPACE WITH A THIRD FOR CLASSIFIED STORAGE. THE REMAINING 

5 ROOMS ARE TO BE OCCUPIED BY SENIOR OFFICERS. FROM THE
